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ARTICLE XXVII. 

Of the Lord's Supper. 
THE Supper of the Lord is not only a 
4 Sign of the Love that Chriſtians ought 


to have among themſclves one to another ; but 
rather it is a Sacrament of our Redemption by 


Chriſt's Death: Inſomuch that to ſuch asrightly, 


worthily, and with Faith, receive the ſame, the 
Bread which we break, is a Partaking of the 
Body of Chriſt ; and likewiſe the Cup of hleſ- 
ſing, is a Partaking of the Blood of Chriſt. 
Tranſubſtantiation (or the Change of the 


Subſtance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper of 


the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ : But 
it is repugnant to the plain Words of Scripture, 
overthroweth the Nature of a Sacrament, and 


hath given Occaſion to many Superſtitions. 
The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, and eaten 


inthe Supper only after an heavenly and ſpiritual 


Manner. And the Mean whereby the Body of 
Chriſt is received and eaten in theSupper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was

This Article is a Corollary or Deduction from the for- 
mer. For, ſince Faith is the Mean whereby we eat the 
Body of Chriſt in the Lord's Supper, it is impoſſible that 
the Wicked, who have no true Faith, ſhould be Partakers 
of the Body of Chriſt. But whilſt they receive the Symbols 
or Signs of the Lord's Body, they receive them to their own 

nation, and ſin againſt Chriſt, by uſing ſuch holy 
Tbings in fo unworthy a Manner. 
And farther, this Article, which is drawn up in the very 
Words of St. Augu/line, entirely overthrows the Doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation. For if the Elements be changed into 
the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, then no Reaſon can be 
athgned, wicked Men, and even Mice, may not eat 
the Body of Chriſt. This even the Romanifts acknowledge, 
and ſay withal, that the Hoſt, by whomſoe ver or whatſoever 
devoured, is ſtill the Body of Chriſt, as long as any of the 
Species of it remains. 
The Paſſage of St. Auguſtine, to which this Article refers, 
Jeb 6, 56. is in his 26th Treatiſe on St. Fobn. The Words are theſe: 
« He that eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, dwelleth 
« in Me, and I in Him. To dwell then in Chriſt, and to 
© have Him dwelling in Us, this is to eat that Food, and 
<«. to drink that Drink. And he who by this Means doth 
© not dwell in Chriſt, and in whom Chriſt doth not dwell, 
« without Doubt neither ſpiritually cats his Fleſh, nor drinks

HE Queen sMa jeſty haththechief Pane: 
in this Realm of England, and other her 
Dominions, unto whom the chief Government 
of all Eſtates of this Realm, whether they be 
Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all Cauſes doth apper- 
tain, and is not, nor ought to be ſubject tg 
any Foreign Juriſdiction. 5 

Whereas we attribute to the Queen's Majeſty 
the chief Government, by which Titles we un- 
derſtand the Minds of ſome ſlanderous Folks to 
be offended; we give not to our Princes theMi- 
niſtring either of God's Word: or of the Sacre 
ments, the which Thing the Injunctions alſo 
lately ſet forth by Eliabeth our Queen, do moſt 
plainly teſtify : but that only Prerogative which 
we ſer to have been given always to all godly 
Princes in Holy Scriptures by God himſelf; that 
is, That they ſhould rule all Eſtates and De- 
grees committed to their Charge by God, whe- 
ther they be Ecclefiaſtical or Temporal, and 
reſtrain with the Civil Sword the ſtubborn and 
evil Doers.

2s well thoſe which concern Piety towards God, as thoſe. 
which relate to Juſtice towards Men. Both pious Princes 
among the Fews, and Chriſtian Emperors in the primitive 
Church were inveſted with this Authority. Now who- 
ever ſhall affirm, that the Kings of this Realm have not 
the ſame Authority, ate ordered by Can. II. to be ipſo facto 
Excommunicated.

« jt is lawful for Us, and expedient for Him; as he is a 
« Man ſecond to God; as having received from God what- 

«'ever Authority he hath; and as inferior to God only.“ 

Note, That the Church for the firſt Three Centuries had 
no Prince, but ſuch as either perſecuted, or at leaſt ne- 
glected her; and therefore that ſhe was then forced to take 
care of her own Affairs without them. But as ſoon as the 
Emperors became Chriſtians, the Affairs of the Church de- 
pended upon their Management; as appears from the Pre- 
face to Socrates's Vth Book of Ecclſiaſtical Hiflory. For 
from thenceforth They began to call Councils, and to re- 
ceive Appeals from them and to rake Cognizance of Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Cauſes, c. In a Word, it is abundantly manifeſt, 
that whatever Power the Church of Engiand aſcribes to her 
Kings, the fame was made uſe of by the Chriſtian Emperors.

By what Right ſhould the 
Biſhop of Rome have any Juriſdiction in this Realm ? Does 
it proceed from his being St. Peter's Succeflor ? I anſwer, 
That all the Apoſtles were equal in Authority; and farther, 
That St. Paul was the Apoſtle of the Gentiles, and that he 
was not afraid to reprove St. Peter himſelt, Gal. ii. 9, 14. 
Or does his Claim depend upon his Right as a Patriarch ? 
J anſwer, that England was not within the Patriarchate of 
Rome. Or is it derived from Conſtantines Donation? This 
is too ridiculous an Impoſture to be ſerioully refuted. Or 
does it proceed from his being concerned in converting 
England to the Chriſtian'Faith? Now according to this 
Way of Reaſoning, all Churches, not excepting that of 
Nome, are ſubject to the Church of Feruſalem ; but none 
to that of Rome, unleſs it received the Chriſtian Faith from 
her. But the Britons were converted to the Faith long 
before Auguſtine, the Pope's Legate, came amongſt them. 
From all which it follows, that when the Pope of Rome 


concerns himſelf with our Affairs, he is one of thoſe who
